The river continued to rise rapidly 
st all points south of the Red river 
end 
telegraph 
and 
telephone wires 
throughout the vast section west of 
the Mississippi river, from the Red 
river and Bayou des (liaise to the gulf, 
were burdened with messages giving 
warning to the people to make prep­ 
arations for any emergency. 
Hundreds of citizens, rich and poor, 
fie working with 300 convicts and 
negroes in a desperate effort to hold 
the levees at Raton Rouge against the 
floods in 
the 
Mississippi 
that 
are 
creeping hourly toward the crest of 
the protective earthworks about the 
city. 
Five hundred cadets of the state uni­ 
versity responded to the call for aid 
and 
joined 
with 
schoolboys. 
Boy 
Scouts and soldiers working to save 
the levees. 
A special effort is being made to 
save the city pumping station and 
w ater works plant and about 1,000 per­ 
sons are assisting in building large 
mud boxes about this property. 
The convicts are building a levee for 
the protection of the lower portion of 
the city in the event of a break. 


Break Report Proves False. 


A flash went out from the town of 
Morganza saying that the big Mor­ 
ganza levee had broken. 
This bit of 
news, which later proved untrue, or 
perhaps only premature, was in every 
hamlet south of Morganza within a 
few minutes. 
The people were panic stricken in 
the entire territory. 
The breaking of 
the Morganza levee, forty five feet in 
height and one of the largest river 
protection dikes in the world, would 
spell ruin to hundreds of the finest 
sugar and rice plantations in Southern 
Louisiana, would put hundreds of big 
sawm ills out of commission and inun­ 
date more than seventy-five towns and 
sm all cities in eight or nine parishes 
This enormous levee is still holding 
and it may continue to hold, but there 
are weak spots in it and it may go 
out any time. 
A telephone message 
from Highland, inst south of the big 
levee, stated there was ti large force 
working constantly on the dike. 
On the east side of the river, twen­ 
ty miles north of Raton Rouge, the 
protection levee at Bayou Sara went 
out and the town is under from eight 
to fifteen feet of water. Several houses 
were swept away, but there was no 
loss of life. 
Bark of the town a line 
of hills forced the flood waters to re­ 
turn to the Mississippi without doing 
damage except to the town. 
The Grand Bay levee, above New 
Roads, is in bad condition and further 
down are dozens of weak points. 


People Hurriedly Moved. 


Considerable alarm is felt for the 
people around M elville, in the Atcha- 
falaya district, which is threatened by 
flood waters from every side. The peo­ 
ple were hurriedly moved out of the 
town. 
The last news received from there 
stated taere was slight prospect of be­ 
ing able to save all those in the terri­ 
tory south of M elville because of a 
lack of boats and failure of the vic­ 
tims to receive earlier warning of the 
critical situation. 
The water from the Torras break is 
slowly spreading over the open coun­ 
try, taking in the towns in its path 
and growing deeper every hour. 
The

The Teche country Is being flooded 
by the Atehafalaya waters, which al­

W ith this desperate battle against 
the waters going on the refugees from 
the Torras district are not neglected. 
Two hundred arrived at Port Hudson, 
where a concentration camp has been 
•stablished. 
The question of housing and feeding 
refugees is becoming more serious. 
The people of Louisiana and Mississip­ 
pi have contributed thousands of dol­ 
lars to the relief fund, besides great 
Quantities of provisions, etc., and the

> dred thousands of dollars’ 
worth oi rations, but more funds w ill 
be needed than are in sight.

The treasury department h a s recent­ 
ly received the commendation of the 
Democratic appropriation committee of 
the house <>f representatives for the re­ 
sults achieved in bringing about econ­ 
omy and efficiency in that department. 
The general 
luisls of this unusual 
praise is the fact that it is costing $2,- 
500,000 a year less to run this big b u s i­ 
ness machine of the government than 
it did three ybnrs ago when President 
Taft began his administration and ini­ 
tiated his campaign for governmental 
economy by placing an experienced 
business man, Secretary MacVengh, at 
the head of the treasury department. 


T h e E c o n o m y Effe cte d . 
The amount new saved each year is 
a IO per cent reduction In the previous 
cost. 
It tells but half tile story of the 
actual economy effected, for there has 
been a IO per cent increase In the busi­ 
ness of t in* department during tills 
time, making a total gain iii the inter­ 
est of the taxpayer of *20 per cent. 
The eagerness that now exists to 
make political capital out of criticism 
makes tin fact eminently striking that 
through this period of investigation and 
inquiry the treasury department has 
been found ti fruitless field of opera­ 
tion. 
It has not even been mentioned 
iii connection with the alleged “money 
trust,” for the reason that the treasury 
department is now for tile first time 
wholly independent of tile big bank­ 
ers of the country in its operations 
That the department should always be 
above Hie slightest ground for moral 
criticism is of course one of tile funda­ 
mentals of its administration. 


F r a u d s A r e P u n is h e d . 
The vigor with which the administra­ 
tion has gone after those who have 
attempted frauds on tin* customs rev­ 
enue is Illustrated by the fact that 
more than $.”,000,000 has been c o l l e t ­ 
ed in fines against dishonest importers 
and attempted smugglers. 
Jail sen­ 
tences in numerous instances have bern 
added to the fines. The result has been 
the creation of a wholesome respect for 
the law on the part of Importers aud 
Americans who travel in foreign lands. 
The entire machinery for tile collection 
of customs has been overhauled, with 
the result flint valuations are made 
more accurately, and many channels 
for frauds have been stopped. 
One of 
the special aids in this connection lins 
been til*' spe dal agents’ service, which 
the secretary lins taken personally in 
hand. 
The of lier collection agency, tile in­ 
ternal 
revenue 
service, 
lins 
been 
brought to ti high degree of efficiency. 
Its collections hist year were the high­ 
est in its history $32*_\00<UM)d -which 
was collected at the expense of I (IM-1 OO 
cents for each dollar, a substantial de­ 
crease in cost. 
Internal revenue col­ 
lectors are now giving the major por­ 
tion of their time to their official d u ­ 
ties, an innovation brought about for 
the first time through the insistence of 
the president that efficiency of admin­ 
istration was more to be desired than 
the developing of political machines. 


W h e r e S a v in g s R esulted . 
S a v in g s in tin* method of printing tin* 
paper money of the country have been 
made to tin* extent of $(>00,000 annu­ 
ally, while similar work in the mints 
lias resulted it) cutting down the ex­ 
penses annually to the extent of -v 
0*»o. 
By using the mails instead of the 
express ti saving of $fio,000 ii year is 
effected in sending wornout notes to 
the treasury for redemption. 
Nearly 
$50,000 a year is being saved through 
Improved methods in handling the pa­ 
per on which money and posoige and 
internal revenue stamps is printed. 
A 
similar amount is being saved through 
Closer scrutiny and economy in print 
ing the stationery for the department. 
Tile revenue cutter service adds to tin* 
list a saving of $100,000 a year with in­ 
creased activities, so also does the pub­ 
lic health service.

T w e n ty five states are represented In 
a crusade which the la w make rs and 
school authorities of the country are 
w ag in g against the high school fra ter­ 
nity, according to a report which has 
Just been issued for free distribution 
by th e United States bureau of ed u ­ 
cation. 
Of these thirteen states have 
passed legislative e nactm ents hostile to 
th e secret orders, 
while the school 
boards of Important cities in th e other 
twelve states have adopted like m e a s­ 
ures within their own jurisdiction. 
All states having laws on the s u b ­ 
ject provide a penalty of suspension or 
expulsion from school for all those who 
Join these orders. 
T h e most drastic 
la w s w ere passed by Iowa, Minnesota 
a n d Nebraska, whose legislatures m ade 
it a m isdem eanor for an y one even to 
solicit members to these organisations. 
Michigan and Dido mad e lf a misde­ 
m ea n o r for a school otllcer to fail or 
refu se to carry out the anti high school 
frate rn ity law. o t h e r states which pro 
hlbit these orders are California, In d i­ 
ana, Kansas, Mississippi, Oregon and 
Vermont. Massaehusets empow ers tho 
Boston school committee to deal w ith 
th e secret society problem iii its own 
way, while W ashington gives the same 
latitude to the school hoards of its lar 
g er cities.
